They may not be Ai- 
rectly influenced to do this; but there 
will be an indirect influence which 
they cannot resist.

thing before. The slogan 'we might 
as well starve idle as starve work- 
ing,' will naturally be raised agfain 
just as it was during 1900 in "-the 
anthracite fields."

« higher and the wage rate lower. 


"For 
instance," he said, ."the 


death rate in Colorado and 
West 


Virginia is about 6 per 1000. In oth- 
er localities where the men are un- 
organized they are inclined to take 
risks that organized men will not 
take."

GOOD MANAGEMENT 


MAKES DAIRY PROFITS 


A man may possess a herd of good 


dairy cows, but without proper care 
md management the herd may prove a 
loss to him instead of a profit 


In the first place he should know 


whether his cows are good or other- 
wise, and this be can ascertain by test- 
ing. Various forms of test have been 
recommended, and each is good in as 
far as it enables the owner or herds- 
man to know the actual production of 
each cow in his herd. No one ought to 
je satisfied with anything short of 
that. It is not sufficient to know you 
aave a good herd and that on the aver- 
age profits are produced. I personally 
favor a test which requires the weigh- 
ins of the milk twice daily and the de- 
terminaution of the butter fat for at 
east three successive days each month. 
Many instances might be cited to show 
the value of testing, but only one will 
be given. 


XA dairyman six years ago began 
keeping records of the production of 
his cows. He found the average yield 
of butter fat was 175 pounds per cow 
per year. Weeding out and grading up 
was then commenced. At the end of

'It is said 
that few recipients of salaries or in- 
comes less than ?3,000 would pay the 
tax because the assessment would be 
so small that it would not warrant the 
cost of collection.

urging that the explosive be used in 
the planting as an effective means of 
hurrying the tree's growth and making 
it yield more fruit. 


When an explosive is employed in- 


stead of a spade the soil is shaken up 
and fissured for a comparatively wide 
area beyond the hole actually required 
for the tree. 


Experience has shown that trees 


planted in ground prepared by explo- 
sives make a much more vigorous and 
rapid growth tlian when planted in the 
ordinary way. Some trees have begun 
bearing after four years, while others 
similarly situated, but spade planted, 
did not yield fruit until six years. 


In the case of existing orchards little 


can be done in the ordinary way to 
aerate or render the soil more pervious 
to the roots and moisture, but a small 
cartridge inserted at some depth below 
the tree or a larger one exploded at a 
depth of three feet or so below the 
surface and midway between trees 
planted about fifteen feet apart has a 
beneficial effect in loosening the soil 
without injnring the trees. 


The roots have less resistance to 


overcome, the wil is aeraled, the mois- 
ture retaining properties improved, and 
a new lease of life is Unas given to an 
old orchard.

"woruout hind." says Edwin C. John- 
eon in the Farm Progress. This is 
wrong. 
Land does not "wear out" 


It may become exhausted, in so fur as 
some of the plant food elements in it 
are concerned, but even the old clay 
hills abused by bad methods are not 
"worn out." 
When we refer to land 


in such terms we simply mean that it 
has been overcropped, usually in some 
one crop. 


This one 
crop is usually corn.

The corn belt lands are not "worn 


out" or exhausted as yet. but they will 
be if in the course :of time the owners 
do not diversify rnojL'e. 


There is a simple way of keeping 


land from wealing' out It combines 
crop rotation, the use of stable manure 
and tb'e utilization of legumes. If 
enough legumes n-ere grown there 
would never be siny talk of "wornout 
laud." Land is kept well up to its 
original fertility by, the sane use of 
legumes. Soy beans, cowpeas. clover, 
alfalfa and sweet clover are the best 
known of these valuable .plants. 


Valuable as they arc legumes will 


not provide all the elements that have 
been taken from tbu weakened soil by 
continuous growing of a single crop. 
Phosphoric acid, nitrogen and potash 
are the most used elements in the soil. 
When a soil gets "tired" or "worn 
out" «r exhausted it means that some 
one of these elements— maybe all of 
them— is lacking iir that field. Where 
tbe potash is missing. that will have to 
be bought in the form of commercial 
fertilizer. The same is true of phos- 
phoric acid. But as a rule, it is the 
nitrogen that is causing the trouble. 


That is where the legumes come in. 


They are nature's own nitrogen gath- 
erers. all of tbein. 
Where the land 


seems exhausted try some one of the 
legumes. 
Alfalfa, eowpcas or soy- 


beans. c'overs or any of the others wiil 
do. All of them have the power of 
pulling nitrogen out of the air. and 
the supply in the atmosphere is inex- 
haustible. in Germany and in Japan 
the scientists are using beating and 
electrical methods to get this chemical 
out of the air, hut the legumes wiJl 
serve our purposes even better.

A sermon beautiful, applicable and 


needed, was that of Rev. Franklin 
\V. Swift of Chicago, in the Fifth 
Street Baptish church Sunday after- 
noon. 
He took as his text, Job 30: 


18, "By God's great force is my gar- 
ment disfigured.

me 


about as the collar of my coat." 


He prefaced his sermon with the 


remarks on woman's determination 
to be in style at any cost of money 
or appearance. He pictured the side- 
walk 
man, expectorating tobacco 


juice, and the woman of a few years 
ago, cleaning up the walk with her 
train. He pictured the hobble skirt- 
ed woman running for a street car; 
but the object of the sermon was not 
to set forth the physically hobbled 
woman, but the one whose soul is 
hobbled. 
~- 


The first soul-hobbled woman Is 


the mother who refuses to tell her 
child life's 
beautiful mystery. He 


urged every mother to give her son 
and daughter a fair deal, and thank 
God, 
he didn't put the mother down 


as alone responsible for her child's 
downfall through ignorance. 
Teach 


them life's mystery in all its sweet- 
ness and purity; teach them at home 
early in life before damnable ser- 
pents poison minds and ruin is 
wrought. 


The second soul-hobbled woman Is 


the one who does not wish or abso- 
lutely refuses to let new life into the 
world by bearing and rearing chil- 
dren of her 
own. He spoke of 


crimes committed to prevent the ad- 
vent of a child in the world. 
He 


said it was a sin against the Creator 
of life, who says to women, "take 
this child and rear it for Me." 
He 


told of how there was no room for 
the mother of our Lord in the inn 
and that today there is no room for 
children in the apartment and other 
houses. He said the common people 
and poor people gave the world the 
most of its children and that God's 
blessing was on the home that wel- 
comed a child and worked for its 
support. 


There are some things -which no 


one will couple up with Christ; that 
an elder, invited to a 
dance hall, 


went and prayed and the dance ceas- 
ed. 
He told of some one wanting 


to pray for a little girl in a house of 
ill-fame, of her frantic cry: "Don't 
pray here, don't pray here." People 
living in sin, can't stand praying. He 
so truthfully told of how ready every 
one was to condemn any of these 
things in a minister; but that a min- 
ister had a perfect right to engage 
in any amusement that was right for 
a parishioner. 
He had high praise 


for the mother, who reared her child 
for God, hearing His voice saying 
''Take this child and rear it" for 
Me," and hearing obeyed.

H. P. Hitner of Mt. Vernon submitted 
his report to council, giving estimates 
of cosjt of refitting the light plant and 
operating it in conjunction with th.e 
municipal water plant north of 
the 


city. His report declared that condi- 
tions were favorable to the economi- 
cal operation cf the light plant if it 
is .united with the water plant He 
gave estimates of cost of several dif- 
ferent styles of equipment. 


The Ohio Light and Power company 


submitted another tentative contract 
which amounted to a proposition to 
furnish current to tly city at a cost 
of one and one-tenth cents per kilo- 
watt hou •. Their former proposition 
fixed the1 price of 1 3-4 cents per kilo- 
watt -hour. 


Mr. Hitner's report estimated tnat 


the "current could be produced at a 
cost of .0108 cents per 
kilowatt 


hour while Service Director Chris- 
tian, in his estimate submitted sever- 
al weeks ago declared that it could be 
manufactured for 8-10 <of a cent. He 
farther stated that it was his belief 
that his price could be trimmed to 
7-10 of a cent as he had allowed a 
wide margin in his estimates, so that 
none would be too low.

BEST WAY TO SELECT SEED. 


Save From the Fruit, Melon, Vegetable 


or Grain Showing Superiority. 


As to the best way of selecting seed, 


we believe there is no other way as 
good as saving those from the indi- 
vidual fruit, melon, vegetable or grain 
which shows superior points of excel- 
lence, says the Home aucl Farm. The 
individual should be trne to type in 
form, color and markings, inside and 
out, and should be well ripened to in- 
sure a high percentage of seed germi- 
nation. 


One thing which should always be 


kept to mind at planting ^ine is that 
different varieties of beans, melons, 
com, etc., which bloom at the same 
time should, if possible, be planted far 
enough apart so tbe varieties will not 
mix. 
This makes the selection of seed 


for the following year much easier and 
enables one to keep the stock pure for 
a long time. 


If possible, save your own seed each 


year of everything you want to plant 
and learn to take a delight in doing 
it right If by any chance you lose 
your own seed, by all means buy from 
a well established seedsman and not 
on the open market If you do yon 
are more than likely to spend time and 
labor raising something which will be 
a disappointment 
Often such seed 


fails to come up or is not the variety 
It is claimed to be.

Homemade .iVpod Sled. 


In the drawing "It. shown a home- 


made sled in winch all the parts are 
of wood. The runners are of bent hick- 
ory or other tougb wood. In them 
stout pegs are dilreii to coi respond 
with holes bored in the tun in frame. 
To add rigidity the upright pieces also 


extend through the frame shoe into, 
but not through, tbe runners. The ends 
of these pieces are slit and forced tight 
by wedges, as are also tbe other joints. 
A crotched pole completes the outfit. 
Such a sled is useful for drawing \vood 
and other farm material, it is not 
specially serviceable on bare or stouy 
roads unless metal runners are used.

and serious and determined. .That 
one word has taken on a new signifi- 
cance, a new meaning—Peace— 
Peace for humanity, Peace to pnrane 
the upward and onward course of 
civilization; peace and rest and tran- 
quility for the million* who Buffer- 
suffering in spirit as those unfortu- 
nate soldiers are suffering in body- 
royalty and subject together in the 
present awful European conflict. 
They desire a cessation forever of 
the super-cruel methods of warfare 
as a means of settlement of inter- 
national contention. 


Each closing day hope looks for- 


ward to the morning longing that 
word shall come that our brothers 
in Europe shall have laid aside their 
arms. That glorious day mast come 
nnd when it does will it not be pos- 
sible to respond to the world's wail 
that the swofd of anger and of hate 
be sheathed forever? Then come the 
time for international 
convention 


an<! treaty. Great statesmen will be 
engaged in negotiating the tremen- 
dous document Speaking out of in- 
experience and from afar, among 
myriad minds, we ourselves nope 
that in this treaty there shall be es- 
tablished such a basis of defense on 
land as is alone necessary to protect 
local peace, and that «nch armed 
ships as are necessary to police the 
sea shall alone be permitted: each 
nation contributing its quota to this 
international naval police which 
shall be controlled in its movements 
by an international admiralty whose 
whote duty shall be to preserve 
peace instead of prepare for war. 


The Exposition in San Francisco 


will have reached its highest pur- 
pose if it can in any way assist in 
the settlement of the terrific conflict 
which is now being waeed with such 
titanic fierceness, hellish weapons 
and awful consequences. The Expo- 
sition, being set apart on extra ter- 
ritorial grounds dedicated to the use 
of all nations on terms of equality, 
conld fittingly, without prejudice or 


j embarrassment, be used for a peace 
conference ,designed to settle the 


J differences «? ine waning nations

and bring about the signing of a 
trecty of peace for which the world 
is praying. 


One effect of the war now in 
ogress will be to emphasize tht 


importance of and intensify the in- 
terest in the great International 
Peace conference projected by the 
management of the Exposition. Let 
us hope that this war may be 
recorded history before this congress 
convenes. The horrors of present 
day warfare will then be fully ap- 
preciated and those directly affected 
may be available with their experi- 
ence and advice to assist in prepar- 
ing a code of international law and 
police powers and provide such other 
recommendations as may to best 
fitted to insure lasting peace. 


And when we look into the 


future may we find the new cycle of 
brotherly loye superseding the dis- 
cord of today. May the settlement 
of international strife by war, and 
blood and suffering, and devastation 
be supplanted by conference and ne- 
gotiation and arbitration; then will 
follow rest and peace and content- 
ment for the everlasting enjoyment 
of mankind.

Petrograd, Feb. 2.—'Renewal of a 


fierce oflensive by the Germans in 
the region of Sochaczew and Boli- 
niove on the road 'to Warsaw is ad- 
mitted in an official statement issued 
here today. The violence of the Ger- 
man attack, the statement says, com- 
pelled some of the Russian units to 
retire to the second line of trenches. 
The communication was as follows: 


"On the right bank of the Lower 


Vistula on Jan. 31, our cavalry made 
a sudden and successful assault upon 
the German line along the front be- 
tween Brezun and Lake Orezelejo 13 
versts (10 miles) north of Sierpec 
capturing many officers and soldiers. 


"The attempt of the Germans on 


the 30th to open an offenshe move- 
ment in the direction of Lipuo ani? 
Dobrzyd, supported by artillery lire, 
was checked. 


"On the left bank of the Vistula 


front at the villages of 'Makow and 
)yblin, the enemy was thrown back 
to the line of the villages of Weleze 
and Nasignewo, northwest of Wloc- 
awke. 
The Germans in retreating 


abandoned at Makow many of their 
dead. 


"In the course of the day of Jan. 


31, the enemy, after having concen- 
;rated in the region of Sochaczew. 
Solimovo and South of Bolimovo, a 
.arge force of artillery developed ac- 
tive operations against our positions 
with very considerable forces. 
The 


jerman offensive was distinguished 
y great tenacity, advancing in close 


ranks strongly supported from 
the 


rear. 


"After having concentrated a MO- 


.ent fire in the morning upon that 
region, the fierceness of the German 
offensive compelled some

.inits to retire to the second line of
